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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Yoshida fails to 
teach:including the step of "impregnating the pores of the electric 

conductor with a semiconductor layer-forming precursor before energization to render the concentration of semiconductor layer-forming 
precursor in the pores higher than that of semiconductor layer-forming precursor in the electrolytic solution," However, Examiner notes that 
the transitional term "comprising", which is synonymous with "including," "containing," or "characterized by," is inclusive or open-ended and 
does not exclude additional, unrecited elements or method steps. See, e.g., > Mars Inc. v. H.J. Heinz Co., 377 F.3d 1369, 1376, 71 
USPQ2d 1837, 1843 (Fed. Cir. 2004) ("like the term comprising,' the terms containing' and mixture' are open-ended. ").< Invitrogen Corp. v. 
Biocrest Mfg., L.P., 327 F.3d 1364, 1368, 66 USPQ2d 1631, 1634 (Fed. Cir. 2003) ("The transition comprising' in a method claim indicates 
that the claim is open-ended and allows for additional steps."); Genentech, Inc. v. Chiron Corp., 112 F.3d 495, 501, 42 USPQ2d 1608, 1613 
(Fed. Cir. 1997). Yoshida et al. discloses forming a semiconductive layer using two processes : chemical oxidation polymerization and 
electrolytic oxidative polymerization; both processes use a semiconducter layer forming precursor of 3,4-ethylenedioxythiophene. The 
solution of the first process has a higher concentration ( 3 g of precursor in 80 g of solution [0060])of 3,4 ethylendioxythiophene than the 
electrolytic oxidation solution (10 g of precursor in 600 g of solution [0061]) before energization [0062] which comprises applying a voltage 
of 2.5V to form the semiconductor layer. Therefore the pores are impregnated wiih a higher concentration of semiconductor precursor 
[0060] than that of the electrolytic solution [0061] before energization [0062]. Furthermore with regards to claim 2 Yoshida teaches an 
electrolytic solution not containing a semiconductor layer-forming precursor in para [0039] using manganese nitrate. 
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
